He Is in Death Agony, 
One of His Doctors 
Says — Pneumonia 
Sets in — Prayers 

- Called for. 


CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy, 
Oct. 8 (AP) — Pope Pius XII 
suffered a second stroke today. 
His heart weakened and _ his 
physicians reported he was suf- 
fering “a grave cardiac pul- 
monary collapse.” 

This meant both his heart 
and breathing were giving in 
to the strain of illness intensi- 
fied by his 82 years. 


One of the physicians, while 
declining use of his name, said: 
“He is in his death agony.” 

(The United Press Interna- 
tional said the Pope is reported 
to have been given blood plas- 
ma and placed under an oxygen 
tent.) 

A 101i-degree fever and a 
speeding pulse were symptoms 
of his decline. 

At 5:20 p.m. (11:20 a.m. St. 
Louis time) came unofficial 
word that the Pope had 
dropped into a state of com- 
plete insensibility, but was still 
breathing. 


Calls for Prayers. 


A few minutes later, a direct 
broadcast from the Pope’s 
antechamber said that “it is 
indeed the hour of prayer.” 

Later the announcer said 
though doctors were doing 
what they could, “there no 
longer is hope.” 

The speaker said pneumonia 
had set in. 

“All are asked to pray for 
the Holy Father in these, his 


last moments,” the announcer | 


said. 

“No one,” a spokesman 
added, “can say how long this 
can last.” 

The second stroke came this 
morning, two days after the 
first. 

All four specialists who have 
attended the Pope since-he was 
stricken Monday kept watch at 
his bedside. 

All close relatives of the 


Pontiff and all cardinals of | 


the Vatican Curia as well as 
some other cardinals from 
Italy waited in an antecham- 
ber 


_ False Reports of Death. 

Some false reports that the 
Pope had died were circulated. 
The Italian news agency Italia 
issued one such report. The 
Vatican officially denied it, but 
several Rome newspapers came 
out with extra editions.° 

For the second time in two 
days, the Pontiff was adminis- 
tered Extreme Unction, the 
last rites of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church for the dying and 
those in danger of death. 

He was unable to receive 
Holy Communion today, but 
was given absolution. 

The second attack was of the 
same type that the Pontiff suf- 
fered Monday, a cerebral cir- 
culatory attack which produced 
coma and partial paralysis, 

Could Not Swallow. 

The Vatican radio said the 
Pontiff had regained conscious- 
ness for a time and requested 
Holy Communion but was un- 
able to swallow thé host, the 
thin wafer of unleavened bread 
representing the body of 
Christ. 

He was then given Absolu- 
tion—forgiveness of sins—and 
apparently became unconscious 
again soon after.

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, 
Oct. 8 (AP)—The issue of 
statehood has been revived in 
this United States Caribbean 
island ag a result of: Alaska's 
admission to the union.

LONDON, Oct. 8—Egyptian- 
controlled radio stations and 
newspapers unleashed a cam- 
paign of vilification against the 
United States and President 
Eisenhower over the weekend.

Delays in withdrawal of 
American forces from Lebanon 
are the subject of some attacks 
but others range from “docy- 
mented” exposes of alleged 
United States coup d'etat plots 
against Arab governments to 
critical comments about Mr. 
Eisenhower's illnesses. 

The campaign is being car- 
ried out by the government 
radio and press in Cairo and 
by a growing number of the 
“clandestine” radios that began 
operating throughout the re- 
gion during the Egyptian-Iraqi 
dispute over the Baghdad Pact 
more than three years ago. 

The more violent attacks are 
coming from clandestine sta- 
tions. This type of station, be- 
ginning with a dispute between 
“Radio Free Iraq” and “Radio 
, »” has been used for 
a sort of propaganda that the 
governments apparently do not 


‘Free’ Radios Multiply. 

“Free” radios multiplied dur- 
ing the Suez crisis two years 
ago, seemingly under British 
and French as well as Egyptian 
tutelage, and they multiplied 
again during last summer's cri- 
ses in Lebanon, Jordan and 
Iraq. There are now about a 
dozen on all sides. 

The campaign appears to 
have begun Friday, with the 
first of a series of articles in 
the Egyptian government news- 
paper Al Gomhouria, giving al- 
leged details of a plan for a 
United States-backed coup in 
Syria timed to coincide with 
the Israeli- French - British at- 
tack on Egypt in the fall of 
1956. 

-Reports by Col. Mahdi es 
Samarraee, Iraqi military at- 
tache in Beirut, Lebanon, in 
1956, were cited as documen- 
tary evidence. On Saturday, Al 
Gomhouria reported that there 
was “irrefutable” documentary 
evidence of a United States 
plot for “armed intervention” 


in Syria last summer under 
“fabricated charges” of indi- | 
réct aggression by the United 
Arab Republic in Lebanon. 
The newspaper report, bfoad- | 
cast by Cairo radio, said decu- | 
ments showed the United 
States planned to attack Syria 
in “collusion” with Turkey and 
the former regime in _ Iraq, 
which was overthrown July 14, 
Plotting im Lebanon. 


The Cairo radio “Voice of 
the Arabs” on Friday accused 
the United States of plotting 
with its “hirelings” in Lebanon 
to foment further disturbances 
as a pretext to keep armed | 
forces there. It referred to/| 
Ambassador Robert McClin- 
tock’s “poisonous” meetings | 
with members of the right-| 
wing Lebanese Falange. | 

Ahmed Said, commentator | 
of the “Voice of the Arabs,” | 
on Sunday added a third to | 
the alleged American plots of 
1956 and 1958. He said Loy 
Henderson, as special envoy to. 
the Mideast in 1957, had 
organized a plot against Syria 
involving a military coup in-| 
side the country to be followed 
by a double invasion from Iraq 
and Lebanon. 

He iniplied a fourth major 
plot by declaring that the 
United States was stirring up 
further Lebanese strife to 
justify keeping its forces there 
to “keep Lebanon as a center 
of plots against the Arab coun- 
tries and as a stepping stone 
threatening the Arab coun- 
tries.” 

Eisenhower Ilinesses. 

Yesterday there was a broad- 
cast by the “Jordanian Peo- 
ples Radio,” which is believed | 
by informed sources here to} 
be run by left-wing pro-| 
Egyptian Jordanian exiles in| 
Damascus. It is among a group | 
of clandestine stations de- 
scribed here as Cairo’s satel- 
lite radios. The broadcast said: 

“Risenhower, the old man of 
the imperialist American dol- 
lar. visits his country’s surgical 
hospitals every now and then | 
to undergo some operation or) 
other. This has gone on so 
long that his body has become 
one big lump of drugs. The 
ultimate treatment for a sep- 
tic part of the body is ampu- 
tation. and as many patches 
on Eisenhower's body will 
eventually end him up on the 
city dump, so will the im- 
perialist struggle definitely fall 
into the abyss.” 

Official sources here were 
at a loss to account for the 
probable motives of the Egyp- 
tian campaign and what Egypt 
hopes to gain from it. The

In one form or another, the question of the 


civil ‘rights of Americans who happen to have been born of 
the Negro race has troubled the Supreme Court as well as the 
country for more than a century. 

After the Dred Scott decision ; the ground that no overt acts 


of 1857 and the Civil War, 
which many historians believe 
resulted in part from that pro- 
slavery decision, the Constitu- 


' tion was amended to make the 
Negro a free citizen, to guar- | 


antee him equal protection of 
the Jaws and to grant him the 
right to vote. 

In the train of these contro- 
versial Civil War amendments 
~—the Thirteenth, Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth, all ratified by 
1870—came a long series of 
test cases involving Negro 
rights. Outstanding among the 
early cases was Plessy vs. Fer- 
guson, in which the Supreme 
Court upheld Louisiana’s Jim 
Crow railroad car law in 1896. 


First Harlan’s Comments. 


Plessy was seven-eighths 
white, yet in 1892 he was 
ejected from a train and jailed 
in New Orleans after seating 
himself in a car with white 
passengers. The decision is 
memorable largely for the pro- 
phetic dissent of the first Jus- 
tice Jolin Marshall Harlan. 


Speaking only for himself, 
the former Kentucky 
owner said in protest: 

“In the view of the Consti- 
tution,-in the eye of the law, 
theré i$ in this country no 
superior, no dominant ruling 
class of citizens. There is no 
easte . Our Constitution 
is-coler-blind, and neither 
knows’ nor tolerates classes 
among citizens. In respect to 
eiwil...xcights, all citizens are 
equal before the law. The 
hiimblést is the peer of the 
most powerful. The judgment 
this day rendered will in time 
prove to be quite as pernicious 
as the decision made by this 
tribunal. in the Dred Scott 
case.”

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Justice Douglas in turn was the youngest 
high court jurist since ‘the appointment of 
32-year-old Justice Joseph Story by President 
Madison in 1811. 

Given other attributes, youth is a commend- 
able qualification in a Supreme Court ap- 
pointee at this time. Chief Justice Warren 
is 67 and Justices Frankfurter and Black are, 
respectively, 76 and 72. A young Justice 
going on the supreme tribunal now may con- 
tribute long service which can be very helpful 
in the adjudication of issues and the winning 
of acceptance for the work of the Supreme 
Court over the next three decades. 

° e . 

The Stewart appointment is the third Eisen- 
hower elevation from the Court of Appeals 
level. It is a promotion like those which the 
President gave earlier to Justice John Mar- 
shall Harlan from the Court of Appeals at 
New York and to Justice Charles Evans Whit- 
taker from the Court of Appeals which sits at 
St. Louis. Since Justice William J. Brennan 
Jr., was a New Jersey State Supreme Court 
Judge, four of Mr. Eisenhower's five choices 
are from the bench. 

Justice-designate Stewart’s work on the 
Court of Appeals since 1954 does not give 
any sure indication of his probable position 
after he takes the oath in Washington. One 
comment from Cincinnati is that he probably 
will ‘be slightly right of center. 

If he is only slightly right of center, he 
will be no more conservative and perhaps less 
than his immediate predecessor, Justice Bur- 
ton, who also was appointed from Ohio. For 
Justice Burton, although a Republican, 
chosen by a Democratic President, Harry 5S. 
Truman, has proved to be one of the most 
conservative of Supreme Court members since 
the 1930s when the Van Devanter-McRey- 
nolds-Butler-Sutherland phalanx was knocking 
down New Deal legislation in all directions. 

In the 1948-49 term, for example, when 
the Supreme Court was the scene of a series 
of split decisions in important civil liberties 
cases, Justice Burton agreed 24 times with 
the conservative Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson 
and with equally conservative Justice Stanley 
F. Reed 21 times. He agreed with Justices 
Black and Douglas only 13 times, with Justice 
Wiley B. Rutledge 12 times and Justice Frank 
Murphy only 11 times. 

e . . 

Yet there have been decisions in his 13 
years when Justice Burton tipped the scales 
on the side of a liberal outlook in the law 
and the country could be grateful for his 
vote. John P. Frank, in his excellent new 
book on the Supreme Court, “Marble Palace,” 
describes Justice Burton as “a foremost ex- 
ample of the judiciat temperament.” Mr. 
Frank, formerly law clerk to Justice Black, 
rates him “a fair man who apparently does 
not make up his mind until he has considered 
every aspect of a problem, and who, as a re- 
sult, though basically conservative in his in- 
stincts, is highly unpredictable.” 

And so perhaps the quietest Justice gives 
way at 70 to one still in his early 40s. One 
aspect is to be regretted. The White House 
has decided to give Judge Stewart a recess 
appointment so there can be a full bench 
through October, November and December, 
prior to the next meeting of the Senate. This 
is unfortunate. It is a sound rule that a Su- 
preme Court Justice should not be seated 
until he has been confirmed by the Senate. 

Doubtless the Senate will be quick to 
confirm the nomination after it meets in Jan- 
uary, since Judge Stewart was confirmed for 
his present judicial post four years ago. But 
only in an emergency situation should any 
Supreme Court Justice enter into decisions 
on the bench knowing that his stands may cost 
him votes toward his confirmation by the 
Senate. It is better to risk a few 4-to-4 divi- 
sions than to put any member of the Supreme 
Court under essentially political pressure. 


Questions From Newark Bay 


Should more thorough and perhaps more 
independent medical examinations be made 
of locomotive engineers and firemen at regu- 
lar intervals? Should automatic train control 
be made mandatory in the ehgine cabs of all 
passenger trains? These are questions which 
arise out of the investigations by Hudson 
county, the New Jersey Public Utilities Com- 
mission and the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission into the plunge of a Jersey Central 
passenger train through an open drawbridge 
into Newark Bay Sept. 15. And the probable 


_ answer seems to be Yes. 


The engineer and the fireman of the 
doomed train both had undergone medical 
examinations hy company doctors within the 
last two months. Yet autopsy afterward dis- 
closed that the engineer was suffering from 
hypertensive heart disease, and he was be- 
lieved to have been incapacitated by a heart 
attack shortly before his train plunged into 
the bay. Why the fireman, required by the 
rules to be in the cab with the engineer, did 
not take over, remains a mystery, but it has 
since been disclosed that his blood pressure 
at last examination was near the caution 
point. The physician who examined the en- 
gineer admitted under questioning that he 
had not used cardiograph or X-ray. 

Is it possible that company-employed physi- 
cians sometimes become too perfunctory in 
their examination, er that they are too much 
inclined to give the employe the benefit of 
the doubt in certifying him engine-worthy? 
Examinations by doctors independent of the 
railroad might be preferable. Senator Smath- 
ers of Florida and his surface transportation 
subcommittee propose to look into the ques- 
tion of giving the ICC authority to require 
periodic physical examinations.

This is, to use one of Pogo’s favorite words, 
balderdash. Mr. Alcorn knows it. Every Re- 
publican orator from Everett Dirksen down 
to Thomas B. Curtis knows it. President 
Eisenhower knows it. Far from being in the 
hands of “left-wing extremists,” the Demo- 
cratic congressional leadership of such men 
as Sam Rayburn and Lyndon Johnson is so 
determinedly moderate and conservative on 
most issues that the uninstructed citizen 
often cannot tell Democrats from Republicans. 
Far from being dedicated to socialization of 
industry, the Southern Democratic leaders 
for Many years have collaborated closely 
with the Republicans to make a conservative 
coalition the dominant force in Congress no 
matter which party held the presidency. 

Nevertheless the country is now apparently 
to be treated once more to a re-run of the 
ancient drama: “Back from the Brink of So- 
cialism with the Republican Party.” 

Do politicians really wonder why so many 
citizens are apathetic to politics? Does it 
never occur to them that there may be some 
connection between this apathy and the fact 
that political slogans and campaigns so often 
bear almost no relation to recognizable 
reality? 


KETC’s Planning in Action 


The Metropolitan Freeholders on Thursday 
will begin to examine and debate the five 
proposals for city-county co-ordination that 
have been submitted by various members of 
their board. Thanks to KETC, Channel 9, 
anybody who owns a television set can sit in 
on this significant discussion. The meeting 
will be televised “live” beginning at 8 o’clock 
and running until the Freeholders quit. 


This will be the thirteenth occasion when 


KETC has given a substantial segiment of its 


evening programing time to what in effect is 
a close-up view of political planning in action. 
Two previous board meetings and 10 public 
hearings have been telecast, all in the eve- 
ning. 

No commercial television station could pos- 
sibly afford to give up so much prime reve- 
nue time to such an activity. To this extent, 
KETC is performing not merely a public serv- 
ice but a public service in depth, one of sub- 
stance, not merely appearance. The station 
is to be commended for making available TV 
time that will permit the Freeholders to 
reach thousands of minds that they could 
not hope to reach otherwise. 


Racket in Summonses 


The system of gratuities for service of sum- 
monses, which a grand jury in Circuit Judge 
Reagan’s court has disclosed, is intolerable 
because it puts administration of the law on 
a basis of favoritism and makes that favorit- 
ism purchasable. While litigants who fork 
over the $2 gratuity get preferred service, 
others find it “extremely difficult” to get a 
summons served, the grand jury said. 


Fortunately the system is not widespread. 
Among the 10 constables and 20 deputies in 
the city of St. Louis the grand jurors found 
only one constable and four deputies to in- 
dict, while asking for discharge of two more 
deputies and a court clerk. But the practice 
is stubbornly entrenched, as shown by the 
efforts last March to eradicate it—without 
avail. | ; 

The surest way to put an end to this ugly 
little traffic will be to bring these indictments 
promptly to trial. Acceptance of favors for 
the performance of these duties, already paid 
for by the state, is a violation of law, punish- 
able by as much as a year’s imprisonment and 
$500 fine. There are therefore ample means 
at hand to make any further ventures of this 
kind adequately unattractive. 


A Century of Planting 


It is perhaps a mark of Shaw’s Garden 
that, after nearly one hundred years of grow- 
ing orchids and other exotic things, the 
Garden can now claim the “world’s best col- 
lection of philodendrons.” The Veiled Prophet 
Queen carried a bouquet of 300 orchids from 
the Garden, while philodendrons trail over 
many a kitchen window or end table. But 
there is nothing common about any growing 
thing, and Shaw’s Garden treats them all—in 
research or display——-with democratic respect. 

The progressive approach of the institu- 
tion characterizes its plans for a centennial 
observance next fall. Last year, more than 
217,000 persons. were attracted by the Gar- 
den. This figure strongly reversed a trend 
of declining attendance that had set in per- 
haps because of television and the move to 
the suburbs. St. Louisans have not lost in- 
terest, certainly, any more than they have 
been willing to call the Garden by the official 
name, Missouri Botanical Garden, which mer- 
chant Henry Shaw chose for it before he 
willed his Tower Grove estate to the public.

‘Report on Soviet Steel 
Industry 40 Per Cent Size of Ours, Aims at More Consumer Goods 


From Steel Facts, 
American Iron and Steel Institute 


The Soviet steel industry, which is 
about 40 per cent as large as the 
steel industry in the United States, 
has an extensive long-range plan for 
expansion, according to the general 
report of the American steel and 
iron ore delegation, which toured 
Russia in May and June of this year. 

Last year the Soviet steel produc- 
tion was 56 million net tons of in- 
gots. Plans call for increasing the 
Russian capacity to at least 70 mil- 

lion net tons a 
year by 1960 and 


. to 125 million by

Public Op ETON annual steel ca- 
pacity in the 
United States was 
140,742,570 net tons, as of January 
1, 1958.) 

In sharp contrast to the distribu- 
tion of steel in the United States, 
around 80 per cent of the Soviet’s 
finished steel products is being used 
in State projects, particularly for in- 
dustrial, power, railroad and Soviet 
armed forces requirements. 


However, large exports of Soviet 
steel are an ultimate possibility, said 
the report, which pointed out that 
Moscow can slow industrial expan- 
sion programs at any time it chooses, 
and sell the steel thus made avail- 
able any place in the world. Such 
a trade move will become easier to 
perform as more Soviet steelmaking 
capacity comes into operation, ac- 
cording to American delegates. 


The greatest Soviet effort has 
been aimed toward increasing pro- 
duction of heavy steel products used 
in construction and capital goods ex- 
pansion, the report said. Plans for 
future expansion indicate that the 
Soviets intend to increase substan- 
tially the productiqn of light-gage, 
flat-rolled steel products used large- 
ly in consumer goods. 


(A delegation of Russian steel ex- 
perts arrived in the United States 
in September to visit steel plants 
and mines, under the agreement on 
exchanges, signed by the United 
States and the Soviet Union.)

makers were found to be achieving 
results that compare favorably with 
the best to be found in the: Amer- 
ican steel industry.

The American delegation found 
that the top management of the So- 
viet steel industry (and other indus- 
tries as well) now rests in the hands 
of two organizations: “Gosplan” and 
the “Committee for Science and 
Technology.” The plant director, 
appointed by the district economic 
council, corresponds to a general 
superintendent in the United States 
with respect to duties and respon- 
sibilities. 

“As with all other workers, the 
plant director’s bonus is an impor- 
tant supplement to his base pay— 
his own bonus depending on the or- 
ganization’s performance,” said the 
report in a discussion of incentives. 


“To aid him in securing maximum 
personal cooperation he has at his 
disposal an annual bonus fund in 
addition to all other bonus sources. 
He may use 60 per cent of it for 
awards to anyone he pleases—ex- 
cepting only himself, the chief en- 
gineer and the accountant. The other 
40 per cent goes into projects of 
prime interest to the union, such 
as improving or enlarging some of 
the quarters used as social centers. 


“Soviet plant management seems 
motivated by two special kinds of 
competition. First is the continual 
program to create a patriotic desire 
to serve the interests of Commu- 
nism and the Soviet state—leading 
to an enthusiasm not lessened by 
awareness that Russia is competing 
with the economic system of the 
U.S.A. Second is the competition 
between various plant managements, 
and various groups within a plant, 
to win races in increasing output. 
All-plant bonuses and special tours 
are given by the State as special 
awards.” 

The delegation was told that there 
are 22 industrial labor unions in 
the U.S.S.R.—one for each major 
industry, and for groupings of lesser 
industries.

IN “ABOUT MARLENE DIETRICH” in Life magazine 
in 1952, Ernest Hemingway declared ringingly: “If she had 


nothing more than her voice, she could break your heart . 


' with it.” Now with nothing but her-voice, Miss Dietrich, 
who may be the most re- 
nowned grandmother of 
our time, is about to em- 
bark on a brand-new ca- 
reer, not breaking hearts 
but mending them, or at 
very least, solacing them 

-On a new radio program 
concerning itself with ad- 
vice on life and love. 
This program is to be 
part of NBC's “Stardust” 
plan which is featuring 
such people as Bob and 
Ray, George Gobel, Ed 
Gardner and Ernie Ko- 
vacs in addition to Miss 
Dietrich in segments 
scattered throughout 
NBC's “Monitor.” 

Again, quoting Miss 
Dietrich’s best press 
agent, Mr. Hemingway 
has written: “She cannot 
be cruel nor unjust but she can be angry and fools bore 
her and she shows it unless the fool is in bad trouble. 
Anyone who is in serious enough trouble has her sym- 
‘pathy.” Well, there are a great many people in serious 
enough trouble, as Miss Dietrich has already discovered. 


“I went on ‘Monitor’ a few weeks ago and told 
the people what I had in mind and already I've 
received a fantastic amount of mail,” said Miss 
Dietrich the other day at luncheon, looking lovely 
and rather too impish for an advice-to-the-lovelorn 
expert. “They are good letters and I do take them 
to heart, I do. I will not speak about anything I 
do not know about—like politics. I will have noth- 
ing to do with anything about politics.”

Again I quote from Mr. Hemingway: “She knows about 
love and knows that it is a thing which exists or does not 
exist. I value her opinion more than the professors.” 

Just at the moment, I said, the world seemed to need 
a lot of opinions on love and hard times. At least there 
are a lot of experts handing out advice to the lovelorn 
from the newspapers to Joyce Brothers on television. It 
seemed to be the new thing, heart balm, and I wondered 
if she had any theories about that and, of course, she did: 


“I believe there are all sorts of lonely people. 
Whenever I go shopping, somebody always stops 
me and tells me their problems or asks my advice. 
I think the reason there are so many lonely people 
in this country is because the art of conversation 
is dead here. I have said that before. People are 
dishonest with one another: They do not tell each 
other their problems because they are afraid of 
censure. Instead, they go to an analyst but that 
costs money. Analysts are not important anywhere 
but here. In other countries, people talk it out. 
In America it seems to be wrong.” 


This, I reflected, is quite true. In Europe they have 
the cafe life where conversation erupts. Here we are si- 
lenced by so much mechanical talk—the radio, the hi-fi, 
the TV set, the movies. People are being talked at con- 
stantly by devices that do not permit talking back. So they 
have to pay the psychiatrist to listen. Or they write Mar- 
lene for advice, which at least lets them state the problem. 


“The letters I have received are from young 
mothers, young men, people who have questions 
about education. Many people don’t want to advise 
young married couples for fear of losing the friend- 
ship of one or the other. Some couples want an 
objective opinion so they go to a total stranger 
like me. I think it is sheer loneliness; people want 
to talk to somebody so they write to me.” 


Marlene will be doing four-minute tapes throughout 
“Monitor.” There'll be about 10 of them during a weekend 
and they started last Saturday. “You might say my radio 
show will be compassion vs. the couch. I could talk about 
medicine on the show but I’m not allowed to,” she sighed. 
“Too bad. I know so much about medicine.” And she gave 
me some health advice, all of it very sound, in that husky 
whisper of a voice which is better than any medicine I can 
think of. 

“You must not think ? don’t feel the responsibility of 
giving advice. I do. That is why I will not speak of any- 
thing I don’t know.” 

But what she does know is a big enough field to keep 
her going for years.

Joseph D. Nunan Jr., Who Held Post From 1944 to 1947, Received Five-Year Sentence 
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ing $91,000 in income

York, 
Nunan kept no books or per- 
ony ] age Bg claimed yo 
ad no spec knowledge 
tax matters. Confronted with 
the charges he had mulcted 
Uncle Sam, he denied he was a 
tax expert and insisted he had 
gotten his two tax jobs only by 
“the chance of politics.” 

Two agents of the Intelli- 
gence Division of Internal 
Revenue were assigned to do 
a special examination of Nunan 
in October 1951. Earlier, on 
Feb. 2, 1951, the House had 
set out to investigate the In- 
ternal Revenue Service, and a 
few months later Nunan filed 
amended joint returns for him- 
self and his wife for the years 
1949 and 1950. 


The agents found that 
Nunan had no checkbooks or 
canceled checks for the years 
prior to 1951. He also told 
them he had none of the per- 
sonal financial records which 
a taxpayer is required by law 
to keep in order to support 
the information furnished in 
his tax return. Moreover, 
Nunan said he had made out 
his returng himself, with no 
accounting assistance, and 
therefore no other person 
had any knowledge of his fi- 
nancial situation. On his re- 
turns, he disregarded sched- 
ules and details which 
printed instructions noted 
were absolutely required. 


“This is amazing,” one of the 
agents told Nunan. “You must 
have gotten an idea of what 
this income-tax business was 
all about when you were Com- 
missioner.” 

Nunan smiled; he was always 
an affable man. “I’m a lawyer, 
not a tax man,” he said. “My 
_ is getting business for peo- 
Pp a.” 
Since Nunan declined to fur- 
nish a net-worth statement, the 
Treasury men got on with their 
investigation. They found that 
a large number of items of in- 
come had been omitted from 
his returns for the years 1946 
through 1950. 

Eventually, they charged that 
he had uriderestimated his in- 
come during ‘those years by 
more than $275,000 and had 
deposited currency or made 
cash expenditures in that pe- 
riod of more than $125,000. For 
instance, in 1946, Nunan and 
his wife depdsited $11,720 in

Nunan also made numerous 
cash transactions. When he 
bought some stock in 1946, he 
handed over to the brokerage 
house $6700 in cash, consisting 
of 60 $100 bills and 14 $50 
bills. Subsequently, he made 
another cash payment of $11,- 
253. He paid $29,500 to one 
dress shop during the years 
under investigation, and of this 
amount $12,014 was in cur- 
rency. 

The ledger sheets of Nunan’s 
bank for the years prior to 
1937 had been destroyed, so 
there was no way of showing 
what his balance was in the 
early 30s. But Nunan claimed 
that in March 1933 he had 
$170,000 in his bank account, 
and that because he was afraid 
the bank would fail he had 
withdrawn this money in 
amounts ranging from $2000 to 
$5000 and put the cash in a 
metal box, which was kept on 
a shelf in his bedroom. Later, 
he said, he kept this cash in 
a safe-deposit box which he 
rented at the Chemical Safe 
Deposit Co. in New York City. 

Finally, Nunan said, he de- 
cided to put the money back 
in the bank and made piece- 
meal deposits periodically over 
the years 1946 to 1950. The sum 
of these deposits, he claimed, 
was not taxable income as the 
government charged but the 
same old $170,000 he had 
started with, less whatever he’d 
spent in the meantime. 

But in statements Nunan 
gave law-enforcement officers, 
there were variations. At dif- 
ferent times, the amount with 
drawn from the Irving Trust 
Co. was $100,000 or $150,000 
or $125,000. The amount left 
on deposit in his personal 
checking account, despite his 
fears, was $10,000, or $25,000

Included in this unreported 
income were fees he received 
as a result of his membership 
in two law firms. Agents dis- 
covered that when he was Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue in 
Brooklyn, he got $4000 a year 
from his firm, plus 50 per 
cent of the receipts. 


In 1945, when he was Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, 
he had a drawing account of 
$5000 a year against 50 per 
cent of the fees. Uncle Sam 
charged that Nunan received 
fees from these firms which he 
concealed not only from the 
Treasury Department but from 
his law partners. 

There was the case of the 
Brown and Bigelow stock. In 
the fall of 1947, Brown and 
Bigelow Co. wanted to market 
some. of its securities through 
Otis & Co. The stockholders’ 
meeting was scheduled for Dec. 
6, and i was necessary to get 
a “closing agreement” from In- 
ternal Revenue before the 
meeting. In Washington, it was 
learned ‘that there were s0 
many similar applications on 
file that it would be impossible 
to get quick action. 

Numan, who had resigned as 
Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue the previous June, was 
retained by Brown and Bigelow 
to expedite the matter. Within 
a few hours he had done his 
expediting, and Brown and 
Bigelow agreed to pay him a 
fee of $25,000. 

Discussing the fee, Nunan 
agreed to be paid in Brown and 
Bigelow stock, which the com- 
pany president had bought in 
at $9.50 a share. Accordingly, 
a computation was made at the 
nearest approximation — 2630 
shares came to $24,985. A bill 
dated Dec. 28, 1947, was made 
out by Nunan in that amount, 
duly receipted and sent to the 
Brown and Bigelow office in

I wanted to see 
the educational system at its 
best and to understand if | 
could the theory upon which 
théy are trying to develop 
their schools. 

One of~the things I had 
not been able to find out 
about was juvenile delin- 
quency, So, one of the first 
things I asked, “Do you have 
children’s courts similar to 
ours?” The answer was 
“No.” From the age of 14 a 
youngster may be taken into 
the regular court. There is 
only one, and it deals with 
all types of cases. 

I asked the Minister of 
Health what was done with 
emotionally disturbed young- 
sters. His answer was that they 
practice the preventive theory. 

In every school a teacher is 
trained to watch for any signs 
of physical, mental or emotion- 
al disturbance, and it is his 
duty to -all into play all the 
social services that would im- 
prove conditions in the home, 
which might be responsible for 
such disturbance. If necessary, 
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the child would be sent to a 
sanitorium until he seemed to 
have recovered his normal 
uilibrium

I diseussed the same subject 
with Mme. Muravyeva, who is 
in charge of social service for 
the Soviet Union, and received 
practically the same answer.
